Arkansas’ Image Falls 
Due To Prison Scandal 

Called the “Land at Opportunity” by Its State Chamber of 
Commerce, Arkansas Is at Its lowest point In public opinion In 
30 years. At a time when the term “correctional Institution ’ 
was becoming a reality, the Arkansas penal plantations at Cum¬ 
mings and Tucker are suddenly reminiscent of Bethlehem Prison 
In eighteenth century London. . , .... 

BEFORE Governor Wlnthrop Rockefeller s election In 1967, 
former Gov. Orval Faubus ordered a full-scale Investigation of 
the state penal system which he did not make public. Gov. Rocke¬ 
feller made the Information public last year and appointed Thomas 
Murton as prison superintendent. 

The public was shocked by the report of narcotics and alco¬ 
hol traffic, prostitution, homosexuality, and prisoner abuse at 
the state’s two largest prison farms. Prior to the shocking dis¬ 
closures, state legislators referred to their penal farms, which 
average $ 1 , 400,000 annual profit, as “model Institutions.” 

MURTON, as far as the public knows, has ended much of the 
corruption. But two weeks ago, the prison scandal again came 
to the public’s attention. On the 10,000-acre Cummings Prison 
Farm three skeletons, one decapitated, one with Its skull crush¬ 
ed, the other with its legs broken, were exhumed from unmarked 
graves In a pasture. * 

During the Depression and Dust Bowl days, thousands of 
illiterate, unskilled white Arkansans migrated to the Industrial 
centers of the North. This economic group stereotyped the 
Arkansan. In the last 30 years, Industrial and educational 
growth have erased much of this stigma. 

IF Arkansas is to maintain Its reputation as a progres¬ 
sive state, Rockefeller must prove to the public that complete 
reform has been attained In the state penal system. Even If he 
succeeds, one question will remain in the public’s mind for 
years to come. Why were these medieval practices allowed to 
continue until 1968?

Atomic Energy May Be 
Catalyst For Peace 

Few things hold the potential of nuclear energy. It holds 
enough force to annihilate nations. But It also holds domestic 
promise, a fact too often Ignored. Peaceful use of atomic energy 
has lost prestige in governmental minds as a result 

In Oak Ridge, Tennessee, the Atomic Energy Commission 

has been working on a project which Senator Howard Baker said 
might “become a catalyst to make peace. Instead of war.” 
A practical application of existing nuclear technology would be 
the desalting of sea water to provide an abundant supply of fresh 
water for the peoples of the Middle East. 

The United States, according to Senator Baker, Is on the 
“threshold of building reactors which will produce more fuel 
than they consume.” At Oak Ridge, experiments are currently 
underway which might ultimately produce a reactor of this 
type. It would make vast quantities of energy available cheaply. 
However, President Johnson’s 1969 budget cut back funds for 
continuation of these experiments by $3.3 million. 

In view of this Senator Baker has proposed that “a careful 
re-examination of projects in light of their importance, their 
promise, the cost, as well as their urgency, must accompany 
an Intelligent re-arrangement of the Income and expenditures 

of the government.” , , 

Nuclear energy can become as important a domestic t ool 
as It is an international threat. It seems conceivable that there 
should be an equal amount of money made available for research¬ 
ing peaceful uses as for weapons.

Broadcast Director 
Explains Program 
To Faculty Seminar

Dr. Norman Campbell presided over the Winter Quarter 
faculty seminar last night. Guest speaker for the evening was 
Dr. Kenneth Wright, Assistant Dean of University Extension 
services and former Director of Broadcasting at UT Knoxville. 
“Television Instruction In the College Classroom” was the 
chosen program 


ACCORDING to Dr. Wright, 
Knoxville Installed closed cir¬ 
cuit TV In 1964 at a cost of 
$31,000. The following year 
an additional $30,000 was spent. 
Since then the project has re¬ 
quired $50,000 more. “Closed 
circuit TV Is notan inexpensive 
way to teach. We are trying to 
save money," said Dr. Wright. 

The purpose of the system 
Is to give students the advan¬ 
tage of superior instruction. 
With student enrollment In¬ 
creasing rapidly, It was be¬ 
coming more difficult to find 
well-qualified faculty. Gradu¬ 
ate assistants and Instructors 
were being hired to fill in. Stu¬ 
dents were getting second and 
third best. 

WITH closed circuit TV, 
1800 students can be taught by 
one professor at one time. And 
each student Is no more than 
15 feet away from the Instruc¬ 
tor. The Knoxville division 
is trying to limit the number 
of students per receiver at 25. 
TTie receivers have 24” screens 
and programs are In black and 
white. According to Dr. Wright, 
“We are already beginning to 
feel a need for color.” With the 
closed circuit system students 
In large classes no longer have 
problems hearing the instruc¬ 
tor. 

But the TV method has its 
disadvantages, Dr. Wright 
noted. One of the largest Is 
the lack of face to face contact 
between student and profes¬ 
sor. There Is little opportunity 
for students to ask questions. 
And professors of large classes 
often find themselves snowed 
under with papers to grade. 

HOW DO students react to 
the program? A group headed 
by Charles Weaver, Dean of 
Engineering, surveyed 3,000 
students on the subject. Sixty 
per cent of the students survey¬ 
ed said that they preferred 
regular classroom teaching. 
On the other hand 78 per cent 
of them rated TV teaching as 
favorable or highly favorable. 
“They were Impressed by the 
feeling that they were getting 
superior instruction. They 
didn't like not seeing the teach¬ 


er and being able to ask ques¬ 
tions.” 

When the faculty working 
with closed circuit TV were 
questioned, they complained 
about not having enough man¬ 
power for the amount of work 
to be done. Some professors 
have 9 hours of regular classes 
plus a TV class. Most depart¬ 
ments, however, try to give a 
professor one TV course and 
one other. Ninety per cent of 
the teachers who use TV say It 
helps. Reports show that on 
the whole, students seem to do 
as well In TV courses as they 
do In their other classes. 

NOT ALL departments are 
using TV courses. Chemistry, 
Economics, Math, Zoology, 
Psychology, and Philosophy de¬ 
partments do. The psychology 
department finds it helpful to 
present skits on TV to Illus¬ 
trate points they are trying to 
put across. 

The English and History 
departments do not use the 
closed circuit system. They 
feel the need for greater stu¬ 
dent-teacher contact than the 
system allows. The cost of 
the project per student per 
course Is $8.36, 

In addition to closed cir¬ 
cuit TV, Knoxville has develop¬ 
ed another electronic teaching 
device — the telewriter. It 
works over long distance tele¬ 
phone wire. Through the use 
of this Instrument students from 
one university can receive in¬ 
struction from professors at 
another university.

“Valley of the Dolls,” one 
at the latest grade B box office 
smashes, should be called 
“Valley of the Voyeur.”
